HOW I DID IT 

ALEX THOMSON, 40, 

PROFESSIONAL SAILOR 


My dad was a search and rescue helicopter pilot. On Friday evenings we’d head 
to the airport, jump in the helicopter, land on a remote island and camp there all weekend. 
I wanted to be a pilot myself but at 1 7, 1 had an eye test at a naval hospital where they 
told me my sight was so bad, I couldn’t even be a seaman, let alone fly. 

I don’t really have any ‘old’ friends. I went to 1 1 different schools. At that age, you 
just lose touch with everyone. 

When I play squash, I don’t just leave sweaty, I leave with cuts and bruises. 

I did six months packing straws for McDonald’s after my A-levels. It was a kick 
up the backside to push me to do something I actually wanted to do. 

It’s SO easy to get into sailing. There are thousands of sailing clubs around the 
country, and the easiest way to start is to look on noticeboards for boats that need crews. 
Just make sure you’re determined. It’s a tough existence when stuff goes wrong. 

All that ‘psychic twin’ stuff - I don’t think it exists. But my twin sister has had a 
few weird moments when stuff’s happened to me. My brother lives 200 metres down the 
road from my house, and she’s 200 metres down the road from him. 

I didn’t collide with a French fishing boat. They collided with me. It took four years 
to prepare that brand new boat for a race, and three weeks before the start line, they hit 
us. 

In 2006, my keel broke off and I had to abandon my boat halfway between 
Africa and Antarctica. I was 2,000 miles from land, in a life raft that you couldn’t see from 
more than 300 metres away, in 1 °C waters. Luckily, another competitor saw me and 
rescued me, but I was on his boat for three hours, then his mast fell down. That was a 
pretty bad day. 

Astronauts get the sense of how small the Earth is when they see it from space. 
We get the opposite. We get the effect that the world is enormous. 

Best piece of advice I’ve been given? “To finish first, first you have to finish.” 

The big one is the Vendee Globe Race in 2016. It’s the world’s most difficult 
sporting challenge. You can compare it to Everest if you want to, but more than 3,000 
people have been up that mountain now. Fewer than 1 00 people have completed the 
Vendee. To get around the world you come out of France, turn left, go down to the 
bottom, head around Antarctica, left at America and back to France again. 

Nowhere are you more aware of your own mortality than in the Southern 
Ocean. When you’re there, there are no fishing boats, container ships, helicopters or 
planes that’ll help you. If you’re 1 ,000 miles south of Australia, it’ll take three days for a 
ship to get to you. It’s a very dangerous place. 

The boat I race is specifically designed for me. It’s like Ferrari giving you millions 
of pounds and telling you to create the world’s best car. And then every year you get 
more money to make it go even faster. 

When the time comes, you’ve Just got to shit in the bucket. I’ve got no toilet 
on board for weight reasons. It’s called the old bucket and chuck it. 

I’m a sailor, so of course I like the sauce. I try to stay off the booze during the 
week and not party too hard at the weekend. I’ve got a lovely pub round the corner called 
The Fighting Cocks. They don’t take cards and they sell local eggs at the bar. 

I’d be right up there with people who’ve racked the world’s most expensive 
phone bills. For a megabyte of data, expect to cough up about $1 0, and because I’m 
always on BBC News, I get through a lot. 

There’s a lot of things at sea that I wish every man on Earth could 
experience, be it seeing the stars from the ocean where you can look at more than you 
ever thought imaginable; getting hit in the face by a flying fish; or sitting on the bow of 
the boat and watching dolphins playing under you while leaving little torpedo clouds of 
phosphorescence.

Linking the stories of Assassin’s Creed 3 
and Assassin’s Creed 4: Black Flag is the 
new AC Rogue. Young Irishman Shay 
Cormac joins the Assassin’s Brotherhood 
where he develops his skills and goes on 
assassination missions. But after many 
unwanted mishaps, he starts questioning his 
beliefs and finally, turns his back on the 
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Brotherhood and joins the 
Templars. 

He then returns to the 
Brotherhood to fight old friends 
and spoil their missions. The 
game is refreshing in the fact 
that his missions are a complete 
turnaround. Whereas earlier, he 
would’ve had to assassinate the 
Brotherhood’s targets, now his 
job is to protect them. There are 
also several instances, where he 
himself is the target. The 
Assassins are out to kill him, and 
he has to kill them before they 
do. There are many new 
weapons and other equipments 
that make combat more exciting. 

The downside of the game is 
that it’s evident that Rogue was 
made on low budget. Locations 
have been blatantly reused from 
ACS and 4, so much so, that 
some of the towns and forts are 
exactly the same. Many of the 
missions are old, and have only 
been tweaked slightly. But 
Ubisoft has tried to infuse some 
variety to make sure that the 
gamer doesn’t get bored. There 
are many missions, side- 
missions and activities and you 
are free to take what you want. 

VERDICT The gameplay is 
refined, the weapons are new, 
and the Templar twist is 
refreshing but there is a strong 
sense of deja vu because of the 
reused missions and settings. If 
you’re bored of the AC series, 
this installment will not revive 
your interest.

Evolution Soccer was the undisputed king of 
football video games.

Konami seems to have learnt from the 
mistake and the transition to PS4 has been 
a lot smoother.

2015 wins hands down is the gameplay. The 
actual football simulation on this one is as 
realistic as it gets, and we feel it’s even 
better than FIFA 15 by some margin. The 
focus is on the physics and mechanics of the 
movement of ball and players, which gives 
the user a feeling that he’s actually part of a 
football game and not just controlling a 
bunch of lifeless, animated characters.

FHM catches up with the king of downtempo 


Your very first album in 1999 made you the 
pioneer of downtempo. How does it feel to 
still lead the way even a decade and a 
half? 

Amazing really, I’d like to be remembered as 
someone who contributed something original to 
electronic music. I wouldn’t wanna be known as 
someone within a specific genre. I mean, I’m 
known as a downtempo artist but I haven’t made 
a record like that in a few years now. 

According to you, has the music world 
changed significantly since you started 
out? 

Absolutely! The internet has changed things a lot. 

I think what has happened now is it’s very easy to 
make music. But 1 0 years back, it was very 
expensive. I think now all you need is a laptop and 
wifi and you can create music. 

Have you heard the work of some of the 
Indian DJs? Is there anyone who stands 
out? 

To be honest. I’ve heard a few in bits and pieces, 
but I am looking forward to my trip to India. 

Our research says, you’ve travelled to 30 
countries and done 175 shows since April 
2013. Which country or city has been the 
most boring? 

It definitely depends on the city and crowd. The 
more I trust a city the more progressive and 
deeper I’ll go, whereas if the crowd isn’t up for 
new music. I’ll stick to a safer playlist. Places like 
Chicago, Montreal, the West Coast, I’d go a little 
weirder. 

The world is suddenly going gaga over 
Vinyl. Do you have some specific 
memories associated with it? Do you 
personally prefer Vinyl over electronic 
music? 

Actually I do. It was the late 90s when all the big 
beat stuff was happening. Skint, MoWax and 
Ninja, of course, which all changed my outlook on 
music. I got hold of a little Atari and a sampler and 
got into the whole idea of getting out of bands 
and plugging stuff into a sampler — looping 
things, sampling beats off an old vinyl. 

Do you have a list of essential LPs every 
man should own? 

Erykah, Trombone Shorty, Mos Def and Zigaboo 


Modeliste from The Meters. And my musical 
inspirations - Bernard Herman or Ennio 
Morricone. 

Are there any music apps that you use? Or 
are you more old school? 

I’m mostly old school. When I started there 
weren’t laptops, Ableton or Logic. There was MIDI 
and there were floppy discs and it cost a lot of 
money. I spent my student loan on an Atari and a 
sampler. I had a tape deck and floppy disc and 
that’s how I made the first album. 

You are known to perform solo, but you 
are coming down with the entire band to 
India, which of the two do you enjoy more? 

I’ve always been a DJ and always done solo 
projects, and I think that there’s the situation now 
where people think that it’s a band and if it’s just 
me then it’s kind of a compromise. But it’s always 
been just me. Bonobo isn’t a band that tours, it’s a 
solo producer project and I produce these shows 
together and it’s always changing and evolving. 

How different is it to perform alone as 
opposed to performing in a band? 

I’ve been DJ’ing since the beginning really and 
that’s where I’m most comfortable I guess, behind 
the turntables. With DJ’ing you just have to show 
up 5 minutes before with a laptop and turntables 
and get plugged in. With a live show you can do 
bigger and grander stuff and it’s more about 
representing the actual music. 

How many years has an India tour been in 
the making? 

I have loved India all my life, I wanted to take a 
year off from college and travel to India. So India 
was on the top of my list, somewhere I always 
wanted to go. It’s an honor to be performing at 
last at Johnnie Walker The Journey. 

So is it going to be Just one-time visit or 
can we expect more 'Green’ days? 

I’m sure you can! But it really depends on my 
plans for next year. 

How has the response to Fiashiight been?

Diesel engine and auto gearbox make a lovely 
pair. Wonder why we don’t have more of these. 



L et’s start this with a confession. We’re 
a bunch of lazy bums here at FHM. At 
least some of us are. So lazy infact 
that we even know the name of the 
third cop from Washington PD in Die Hard 4. 
Because reaching for the remote is just too 
much of an effort It’s Howard Tyrone 
Ferguson BTW. So it shouldn’t come as a 
surprise that we love cars with automatic 
gearboxes. They reduce foot work and make 
traffic jams easier to deal with. And let’s be 
honest no one likes to reach work in a 
murderous rage. Unfortunately autos have 
been the preserve of petrol cars which make 
for higher running costs. Not something 
many crave for. Car makers finally 


understand this and diesel autos are now 
making their way to the market. The Skoda 
Rapid is one of them. 

Skoda have equipped the Rapid with a 
high-tech, seven speed DSG gearbox. Unlike 
a regular slush-box, there are a pair of 
clutches in the DSG, that keep the even and 
odd number of gears engaged before hand. 
This makes the speed at which it shifts 
through the gears, its most impressive 
feature. There’s no hesitation, no dilly 
dallying, only quick, seamless gear changes. 
In fact it blows our lazy responses with a 
manual box right out of the water. Although 
there is an option to shift the gears manually, 
we never really felt the need for it. 


Skoda has also taken the opportunity to 
replace the 1 .6 diesel with a slightly smaller 
1 .5. Conventional wisdom says, bigger is 
better, and a smaller engine therefore is a 
silly idea Well, conventional wisdom can go 
suck an egg, as far as Skoda is concerned. 
The smaller engine is as powerful as the 
one it replaces and should return better 
economy, thanks to lower displacement. 
Twist the key and it comes to life just like 
any other diesel, with a bit of clatter and 
some vibrations to remind you that it sips on 
the dirty fuel. 

For most part it’s best to leave the 
gearbox in D mode and let it do the dirty 
work. Which is great if you’re not in too

much of a hurry. For when you 
are, it feels like the engine is 
struggling to keep up. Mind you, 
this is only true if you step hard 
on the throttle. For these times 
there is the S or Sport mode. Shift 
the gearbox into S and the car 
takes on a new character. The 
engine revs to higher speeds, the 
gearbox stays in lower gears and 
speeds go up. The engine even 
sounds throaty and eager. 

All you need now is a curving 
road to have a blast. Skoda has 
perfected the art of suspension 
tuning and won over buyers with 


the ride quality and handling of 
the original Octavia. The Rapid 
carries on in the same vein. It’s 
soft and absorbent over broken 
patches of tarmac but doesn’t 
bottom out. Yet it’s firm enough 
when you want to chuck it around 
corners. The light and precise 
steering is also worth a mention; 
helping with quick direction 
changes. 

In tune with the sporty 
dynamics of the car, Skoda is also 
offering ‘Black Package’ on the 
top of the line Elegance variant.

Its predictive algorithms have become so 
complex that it seems to know what we’re searching 
for before we do. And its magical ability to answer any 
query in a split second has made it more than just a 
bottomless encyclopedia of news and knowledge, but 
an almost natural extension of our very brains. 

“We have embedded Google into our lives so that 
it has become as natural to us as oxygen,” says Siva 
Vaidhyanathan, media professor at the University of 
Virginia and author of The Googlization Of Everything. 
“The company’s mission statement is to ‘organise the 
world’s information and make it universally accessible 
and useful’, but that goes far beyond your computer, 
your phone or even the internet itself - Google has a 
self-declared mission to become the operating system 
of your life.” 

Indeed, Google doesn’t just ‘do’ search anymore. 
That’s what pays the bills, but recent years have seen 
the tech giant snap up tech start-ups like a Russian 
oligarch at a yacht sale. In the 1 0 years since its 
Initial Public Offering (IPO), Google has spent at 
least ,41 9,646,250,000 buying more than 1 40 
companies (including YouTube and Android, of course). 
But in the last two years, it’s bought firms specialising 
in robots, artificial intelligence, product-delivery drones, 
driverless cars and smart homes. And last year, Google 
acquired Calico, a biotech life-extension firm with a 
mission, as TIME magazine put it, to ‘cure death’.

; Free food is not the only perk to working at Google; 

\ the offices themselves have more than a touch of the 
j Willy Wonkas (employees even refer to it occasionally 
j as ‘the chocolate factory’). There’s a library with 
I beanbags; sofa-lined workspaces; a state-of-the-art 
I gym; a massage parlour offering treatments from 
i facial-rejuvenation to Reiki; and a roof-top allotment 
j area where Googlers grow their own vegetables.

Benefits. “We find that when people are more engaged 
in the workplace, they do more work. Yesterday we 
threw a well-being day with a sleep workshop, laughter 
yoga and free hugs from Winnie the Pooh.” 

A cynic might say it feels more Hotel California than 
Disneyland Florida, and rather creates an environment 
that ensures workers never actually leave. But we’re 
here to learn. 

There’s another way of making colleagues happy 
too: cold-hard cash. “We have a programme called 
Peer Bonuses to recognise people who have gone 
above and beyond,” says Yvonne. “Each Googler is 
allocated five ^9,674 bonuses a quarter with which 
they can reward colleagues who help them out. There’s 
no maximum as to how many you can receive.” 

Intrigued, we set out to learn more. But we don’t 
want to hear it from a Willy Wonka; we want to talk 
to the Oompa Loompas themselves. So, after some 
wrangling, we manage to blag entry to the company’s 
end-of-week party, TGIF, or. Thank Google It’s Friday. 

It’s held in the canteen where we ate our lunch a day 
earlier. We arrive a couple of hours late because it 
started at 4pm. We’ve already missed the magician, 
but the DJ is still on, mixing Champagne Supernova 
with something by Taylor Swift. About 1 00 Googlers, 
none over the age of 35, are milling about drinking 
free wine and Becks. We sit down at a table with some 
nice-looking people to find, that even at Google, you 
sometimes have to put up with shit. 

“I gave a peer bonus recently to a colleague who 
helped take clients to and from a VIP dinner,” says 
Matthew from marketing. “Not only was she sporting 
a black eye from fighting off muggers the night 
before, but at the dinner, she spotted dog poo on the 
pavement outside and took it upon herself to guard 
it while escorting clients around.” Stephen from PR 
adds: “It doesn’t matter what you do for a peer bonus, 
whether it’s inputting data or picking up poo. It’s 
about helping each other out.” Can Googlers really 
be this upbeat all the time? “We’re wankers at dinner 
parties,” Stephen says, chugging his beer. “People get 
depressed about their jobs and they hate us for being 
so happy in ours.”

j They came up with AdWords - an auction-based 
I advertising system that allows businesses to bid for 
j ad space on results pages.

1 Machine, with information as its life source. “We live 
i in the information age where access to information 
I is so important,” Peter Barron, Google’s head of 
\ communications in northern Europe, tells us. “To put 
i that into context, a kid in Africa now has more access 
I to the world’s information than the president of the 
\ United States had 1 5 years ago. The internet has 
\ transformed the world in an extraordinary way.”

j And to control the world’s flow of information is, surely, 
j to control the world. That’s not, of course, what Google 
j would have us believe. “We are not controlling the

! every day is the fact that they like the service that we 
i offer. There’s nothing that persuades them. And if 
i people want to use a different service, then they are 
I free to do so.”

theirs? “We’ve worked very closely with Europe to 
resolve those issues,” says Peter. “Don’t forget there 
was a similar case in the US that has now been closed. 
So every aspect of our business has been looked at in 
great detail over a total of more than eight years and 
we have been found not to have abused our position.” 

So far, so Google. But according to Siva, there’s 
more to worry about than the fact Google has single- 
handedly ruined the pub quiz for everyone. “Google is 
not about moving data on a flat screen anymore; it’s 
about monitoring and monetising and tracking data in 
every aspect of our lives,” he says. “The beauty of its 
strategy is that every time you put some information 
through one of its services, you tell Google’s giant 
artificial brain a bit about yourself, whether it’s how 
you drive, what you email about, what you’re looking at, 
where you go. All that feeds the value of advertising.” 

If you want a real insight into what Google plans for 
our future, you could do worse than look at its top- 
secret testing lab in California, Google X. That’s where 
Google Glass and driverless cars were conceived. It’s 
where its elite team of ‘moonshooters’ - who literally 
have job titles like ‘captain of moonshot’ and ‘head 
of getting moonshots ready for contact with the real 
world’ - are reportedly trying to conquer all manner of 
sci-fi fantasies from teleportation to hoverboards, as 
well as an actual elevator that travels into space (unlike 
Willy Wonka’s, theirs is not, apparently, made of glass). 


WE ARE BEGINNING

OUR WELCOME. 

Our attempts to probe one junior Googler at the free 
coffee station about Google’s Grand Plan has already 
resulted in being told we’re not very ‘Googly’ - the term 
used in-house to determine whether a prospective 
employee would ‘fit in’ at the company. Then we hear 
Matt Brittin, former Olympic rower and a Google vice 
president, has entered the building. We find him in 
his glass-walled office with spectacular views across 



London. Matt himself is tall and muscular, dressed in 
suit trousers and an open-collared blue shirt (nobody 
wears ties at Google). He is disarmingly friendly too, 
and very slick. “What we are doing is trying to put the 
internet in the pocket of as many people as possible,’ 
he tells us. “Today, there are 2.5 billion people online. 
By 2020, there will be 5 billion people, most of whom 
- if things continue to go the way they are - will be 
using a device powered by Android. For me, the sense 
of purpose in trying to make the world a better place 
is genuinely there. We want to remind you that we 
built Google for users, not for profit.” Why, then, didn’t 
Google just leave it at search? “We’re optimistic about 
putting technology to work to solve big problems 
for millions of people,” says Matt. “So we are putting 
efforts into new areas like health, transportation and 
robotics, where our skills in computer science may 
bring breakthroughs that have as large an impact on 
people as the search function has over the past 1 5 
years.” Siva sees it differently: “Google is a company 
like any other. It is operating in the best interests of 
its shareholders. There’s nothing wrong with that, of 
course - it only becomes a problem when we forget it.” 

OUR TIME AT 
GOOGLE IS UP. We can 

stay no longer; even the lovely receptionist seems a 
little wary of our presence now. Standing in the cold, 
looking up at its towering London HQ, seeing workers 
head happily home after a long day of datasheets and 
table tennis, it is quite clear that as far as these people 
are concerned, there are few places nicer to work than 
at Google. We also get the lingering feeling that they 
genuinely believe what they are doing is for the good 
of humanity. Probably most of it is. 

Still, says Siva, it’s not a done deal. “Apple, Microsoft 
and Facebook all want to play that role of operating 
systems of our lives too. It’s just that they aren’t in the 
same place. I have to say, though, my suspicion is that 
Google’s will be a benevolent dictatorship; I’d sooner 
choose that over Facebook.” 

Like it or not, the future is coming, and that future is 
looking more Googly by the day. It’s a future where a 
computer plans your holidays, delivers your shopping 
and anticipates your every whim; where monetisable 
data flows through everything, from your fridge to your 
clothes to your every interaction with other human 
beings. And if you have a problem with that, just 
remember to file your complaint via email... there’s 
absolutely no point in doing it by phone.

Modi is the second most followed person 
in the free world with more than eight million 
followers on Twitter ahead of the Pope and 
behind only Obama. 

“Obama was the pioneer of political online 
campaigning. Having a young staff was 
definitely helpful. That generation grew up with 
digital media and knew all the tools, so utilising 
Twitter and Facebook was a very normal thing 
for them.

march into a comic-book store and announce to the 
clientele that, within 1 5 years, superheroes would be 
the hottest properties in global entertainment and 
everyone who was hot, hip and sexy in Hollywood would be 
clamouring to get into spandex, you’d be laughed out of the 
place. Back then. Marvel had just filed for bankruptcy and the 
supremely shit Batman & Robin had comprehensively 
murdered the general public’s interest in superheroes. The 
likes of Iron Man and Black Widow were of interest solely to 
hardcore geeks of the most cellar-dwelling, female-fearing 
kind. In 201 4, however, starring in a Marvel-superhero movie 
is a rite of passage for fame-hungry young studs and starlets; 
a rock-solid stepping-stone from C-list to A-list status. We’re 
now so used to this status-quo that its inherent weirdness 
only becomes apparent during those star-studded superhero- 
movie panels at Comic-Con: up on stage, the square-jawed 


jocks and pixel-perfect popular-girls; grinning expectantly 
down in the seats, hundreds of goofy chess-club kids. Back 
in high school, these opposing groups would rarely have 
crossed paths but in the San Diego Convention Centre, 
united under the billowing cape of superheroics, they exist 
in perfect symbiosis. The most-fancied people on the planet 
are now intrinsically linked with the least-fancied - leaving 
everybody else looking in from the outside. 

But with all Marvel’s big names already in play - Spidey, 
X-Men, FF, Avengers - they’re now having to dip into their 
second- and third-tier characters: Deadpool, Dr Strange, 
Daredevil and Ant-Man are all getting their own movies (or 
Netflix series, in Daredevil’s case). By flooding the market 
with product, does Marvel risk making superhero movies 
less of an ‘event’ - and therefore less attractive to the likes 
of Johansson, Stone, Gillan and Lawrence? Let’s pray to 
Galactus it ain’t so...

The acceptance of technology in 
football was a total cultural shift. 
Around 2004, a few managers 
started using new software that 
tracked players’ performances 
during matches. Those teams, 
like Bolton under Sam Allardyce, 
started to over-achieve and people 
took notice. Technology became 
sexy, in the same way that Apple 
Macs turned from being worky, 
techy, geeky things into desirable 
and needed objects. 


At first players were easier to 
persuade than coaching staff. 

With this kind of technology you’re 
essentially challenging the very 
existence of a coach. Instead of 
their opinion, you can just look at 
what the facts actually are. Players 
are interested in that. They’re 
already surrounded by opinion; on 
the radio, the fans, the coach, the 
manager, other team mates. It’s the 
data that puts facts on the table. 
Most players just want to be the 


best they can be. If you’re giving 
them data which can make them 
better, they’re appreciative 
of that. 

One coach I used to work with 
could sometimes be publicly 
dismissive about the technology. 

After a game, we got back onto the 
team bus, having lost. I was the first 
person in his eye line, and he said, 
‘Why don’t we get our laptop to 
play their laptop next week and see 
how we get on’. It got a big laugh. 

But it was at a time when I was 
trying to establish my work.

Apple iPhone 6 


Now that the dust has settled, we take a closer look at what the 
iPhone 6 is actually about. 


FACT: Every time you take your iphone out of 
your pocket, you will either drop it or will be 
asked to hand it over, so someone can try 
bending it. And you’ll also find yourself 
spending way too much time explaining people 
why it can’t be done. One way out will be to call 
people uninformed lemmings still hanging on 
to the clutches and the coat tails of cheaper 
devices running an open-source platform. 
People who can’t stop smiling just because 
they’ve found a chink in the armour of the 
iPhone 6. But you’d be wrong. This isn’t its only 
weakness, there are few more. 

iPhone 6 heats up, it does hang and in the 
time we used it, it crashed running basic apps 
together. So, the question is - should you still 
buy it? The answer is, without a shadow of a 
doubt, a big - YES. 

The iPhone 6, for the lack of other 
analogies, is the Lamborghini of phones - it 
only seats two, has just about no suspension, 
but drive down the road in one it’ll leave 
people wiping the drool off their mouth. Even 
the ones who have the Nexus 5, which they 
claim has had the same features as the 
iPhone 6 for two years (and they are partly 
right too). Apple has spent most of last year 
poaching people not from tech brands but 


from luxury brands, clearing its intentions for 
making devices which might not be the most 
cutting edge tech, but they definitely are the 
most aspirational. 

That said, the iPhone 6 will feel like a 
massive leap in size for iPhone users, but 
those used to HTC and Samsung phones, the 
size is nothing special. The colours and the 
resolution have been significantly upgraded, so 
you no longer have to give longing glances at 
the android phone of the person next to you 
buffering the same video. Plus the battery has 
been upgraded too, which means you’ll spend 
less time looking for a power outlet and 
begging for a charger everywhere you go. 
Imagine what you’d be able to accomplish with 
the time saved. Write a book maybe. A short 
one. Children’s novel. 

So, why should you be buying an iPhone 6? 
For one, you get a touch that’s second to none 
- the camera even though its still 8 MP, comes 
with a brand new sensor that focusses very 
quickly - even if you are moving the phone, 
which means there will be a significant 
improvement in the quality of pictures you take 
with it over the 5S. If you fancy yourself as an 
amateur photographer, you can toy around with 
the controls like Exposure Lock etc. A useful 


feature called Cinematic Stabilisation means 
shooting video, while riding shotgun in a BMW 
M4 around the F1 track won’t be shaky, even 
though you are being thrown around corners. 

To compliment iOS 8, Apple has bunged in a 
faster processor (A8) with one express aim 
- making the iPhone faster when it comes to 
multi-tasking. That said, in the one week or so 
that FHM had its hand on the iPhone 6, it did 
self-reboot on at least one occasion and on at 
least a couple of occasions hung juggling 3-4 
apps like whatsapp, email, map and making a 
phone call. But that can happen to every 
phone right? 

Additionally the new processor also comes 
with a brand new M8 motion-co processor 
which can track your steps, altitude etc - again 
these are features which existed even in the 
previous generation of the Google Nexus. But 
even then, the iPhone 6 remains one of the 
most sought after piece of kit for this year. If 
you can afford one, you should definitely get it, 
but make sure you get a cover too - the phone 
camera lens just out, just a tad bit, plus you can 
most definitely use the extra grip that the cover 
will provide. 
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here are loads of 
reasons to love the HTC 
MS but the biggest 
amongst them is just 
how insanely hot it is. The MS is by far 
the best looking phone that HTC has 
ever made - the flawless metal body 
isn’t flat like the iPhone but has real 
curves at just the right places and this 
is what in reality really floored us 
about the phone. 

If you have it in your hand, people 
will swoon, they’ll ask you what the 
phone is, tell them it’s an HTC and 
they will reply with a ‘humm’ which is 
as close a cross between surprise and 
pleasure as there ever will be. It’s 
almost as if it is a supermodel born in 
the family of average lookers. Yes, 
that really is how good looking it is. 

Swooning apart, the MS is an 


improvement over the M7 that it 
replaces - its bigger, fatter, wider and 
heavier compared to the previous one 
- in part because almost 90 per cent 
of its body is aluminium compared to 
70 per cent earlier (it makes phone 
calls an especially entertaining affair 
during the winters when you press the 
cold brushed metal to your ear to 
make a phone call). 

The 5-inch screen boasts of a 
display, which is sharp, crisp and 
boasts of phenomenal colours. The 
screen is protected by Gorilla Glass 
that has received a special coating 
that the company promises will 
protect it from scratches and impacts. 
That said, HTC in other markets also 
ships with an HTC Advantage 
warranty which covers free glass 
replacement within 6 months. While 


this isn’t available in India, it can also 
be translated to mean that the glass is 
far from invincible and they know it. 

It’s on the inside where the HTC 
scores over the Nexus or even the 
iPhone - there is a slot for a 1 28 GB 
memory card - this comes on top of 
the 1 00 GB Google Drive storage you 
get free for 2 years. Add this to the 
1 6 GB that the phone ships with, and 
you have a lot more space than you 
are ever going to need. Then there’s 
the trick duo camera that lets you 
click a picture and focus on the 
subject later on in the gallery. 

If you are in market for one though 
- check online, there’re several deals 
available on Flipkart and Amazon. The 
cheapest price we found though was 
on Ebay where it was up for sale at 
35 odd thousand.
